17— Speaking 
against the proposed bill to repeal 
the act granting exemption from the 
Panam a tolls to American coastwise 
shipping, former Senator Joseph B. 
Foraker, in a talk before the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce here, went into an 
exhaustive review of all the diplo­ 
matic acts and numerous comments 
thereon 
which con erned the Pan­ 
ama canal since the original Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty. 
The greater part 
of Iris address 
wag devoted 
to the existing ITay- 
Fauncefote treaty and he contended 
that nothing 
prohibited 
congress 
from exempting American coastwise 
shipping from the canal tolls. He 
said in part: 


“ If we cannot favor our coastwise 
shipping, with which no foreign ship 
I-ing can compete, of course no such 
favor can be allowed to our ships en 
gaged in foreign trade, and as a re­ 
sult no advantage arise? to our ship 
ping of any class out of this great 
rational work, tho erection of the 
Panama canal.

Labor Unions Not Exempt. 


None of the four bills as now framed 
provides for exemption of labor unions 
from anti-trust prosecutions. 
The trade relations bill prohibits 
manufacturers from contracting to pre- j 
vent a merchant from handling a com­ 
petitor's goods. It prohibits final price 
fixing to the consumer, though it per­ 
mits the manufacturer or wholesaler 
to fix the price at which goods shall 
be sold in tho first instance, as from 
manufacturer to jobber. 
Under this restriction, the first sale 
of a manufactured article by its pro­ 
ducer would be at the saine price 
everywhere, plus the cost of transpor­ 
tation. This bill gives the right of in­ 
junction to individuals for threatened 
loss or damage and the right to make 
use of a government decree against 
any corporation. 
The interlocking directorates bill in­ 
cludes a provision to prohibit directors 
in various corporations selling to com­ 
panies in which they are directors.

awkward 
disappoint­ 
ments, *and will certainly impair his 
own chances of getting the fu llest en­ 
jo yment o u t of his experience. 
Gen­ 
erally speaking, so far. at any rate, as 
Eu ro pean 
natio ns 
are 
concerned, 
hu man natu re i<s approximately homo­ 
geneou s, and there is mu ch to be said 
for Mr. Beloc’s co ntentio n that the dif­ 
ference« 
between 
th e 
nations 
are 
grossly exaggerated, and that, in face 
of a common Mohammedan or Mon­ 
golian enemy, these differences wou ld, 
as likely as not, alto gether disappear.

trist Supreme court here by John F. 
and Horace B. Dodge of Detroit, Mich., 
automobile manufacturers. They con­ 
tend that the law unduly discriminates 
against individuals and partnerships 
in favor of corporations in the laying 
of surtaxes and in permitting cor­ 
porations to withhold from taxation 
such portions of income as may be 
necessary for the needs and purposes 
of their business. The latter privilege 
is not allowed to individuals, then 
bill says. 
It is generally understood here that 
the case is a test suit in which the 
entire automobile industry 
is 
con­ 
cerned. 
The bill gives the taxable income of 
the two brothers for 1913 as $1,417,- 
572, on which the normal tax is $14,- 
175 and the surtax $65,148. 
They contend that the law unduly 
discriminates in favor of corporations 
and against individuals and partner­ 
ships in three particulars: 


1. In laying a surtax of from one to 
six m r a n t on the net income of Individ­

2. In levying an additional surtax on 
tin* income In excess of $20,000 of an Indi­ 
vidual who holds stock tn a corporation

Itusso-Japanese war.
